only a commonplace matter. The pastor 
of one of Brooklyn’s wealthiest churches 
is the son of a poor cobbler, and the 
grandest preacher of America used to 
ringthe belland makethefiresof amission 
church away out on the frontiers. So it 
goes. The lowest can become tho high¬ 
est, and the highest may become the low¬ 
est. This secures a wonderful. energy. 
Every ono is busy here. We need no 
overseers with whips in their hands, for 
work is not slavery, neither is it 
drudgery. Just on the other side of toil 
there is comfort, wealth, fame, or 
something else attractive, and for all 
kiftds of workers, too. We may use tho 
pen, the saw, the yard-stick or the plow; 
we may be mechanics, or merchants or 
ministers; we may paint pictures, or 
swung hammers, or prescribe medicine, 
or plead in the court room. Wo may do 
anything workful, and have bright hopes 
while we do it, for the Republic honors 
the sons of toil. This is the principle 
that has put 40,000,000 into tho States; 
that has fellod forests, and farmed prairies, 
and made cities, and laid down railroads. 
This is the principle that gives us the 
pound of hammers, tho buzz of saws, the 
roll of wheels, and the click of machinery. 
This is the principle thatgivesus so many 
workshops, that, seeing the red blaze of 
the furnace in the East, we may follow 
the lines of fire as they flame up from the 
factories of tho Center, the South and 
West, until their glare is reflected from 
the lakes and from the seas; and the 
light of flame answering to flame is hardly 
lost sight of in the long line of a Conti¬ 
nent. This is tho principle which fills 
our schools, academies and colleges with 
youth preparing for the future, which 
crowds our shores with the oppressed of 
earth, and which generates an enthusiasm 
that makes tho humble hopeful; the poor 
laborious ; the unfortunate plucky ; and 
.all, wide awake. This is the principle 
which, after the fires have leaped and surged 
in very fury, laying low the walls of 
granite, and going like fiends up and 
down the streets, destroying homes and 
fortunes and values, will make us use 
one hand to brush away the tear, and the 
other hand to clear away the rubbish 
that we may begin again. And this is 
the principle that makes America pros¬ 
perous, active, progressive, grand beyond 
all compare. Gqd be praised for the land 
that gives us all a chance. 

Another of these principles is Freedom. 
And, 1st. Religious Freedom. There is 
nothing men like more than to govern. 
To say, do this ; and to crack a lash now 
and then suits human nature; and the 
more things ought not to bo governed, 
the more do we itch to get hold the reins. 
Conscience owns no man’s mastery, and 
yet above all things else it has suffered 
from whips and cells, from clubs and 
stakes. Government has no right to go 
inside a man’s soul, commanding this and 
forbidding that; it may watch his body, 
but his soul never. You may look into 
a window that is full of Christmas toys ; 
there you may stand enjoying the glit¬ 
tering sight; you may think, “How 
beautiful it is !’’ you may feel, “Oh, how 
I do wish those things were mine!” 
and you may havo a hundred emotions, 
yet no ono will dare to harm a hair of 
your head; but—break the glass, 

roach your arm through, and take—imme¬ 
diately the law interfei-es. You are a 
prisoner. Government may say what 
you shall do ; it may not say what you 
shall think or believe ; yet almost always 
it has said, “Now mind, all of you must 
believe in God so and so.” We can’t 
do it. You might as well ask all the 
birds to sing one song, and bow foolish 
it is. Suppose we hummed one note 
only, would that make music ? Why, 
when we want to sing that magnificent 
doxology, “Praise God from whom all 
blessings flow,” or that hymn of corona¬ 
tion, “All hail the power of Jesus’ name,” 
or anything else, from the beginning to 
the end of- the hymn book, we have to 
use all sorts of notes, high and low, sharp 
and flat, major and minor, to make the 
music ; and the music that goes to the 
heavens is always better off the harp of 
a thousand strings than off the harp of 
but one string. You might as well say 
that ail faces shall look just alike, as to 
say that all souls shall believe alike; 
and, worse than that, religion is love, but 
what in the world is love good for if you 
compel it ? Why, I would rather havo 
the downright hatred of a man than a 
love which is only thought of at all be¬ 
cause somebody has said you must. Such 
love sours at the heart and lies at the 
lips. If my children cannot love me of 
their own accord, no must can make them 
do it. Love must be free and uncom¬ 
pelled, or it is not love. Yet until our 
government was formed, these truths were 
scarcely dreamed of. Eveiy nation had 
its established religions, and said to all, 
“You must love God just as wo tell you.” 
Such a policy lias made more hypocrites 
and Pharisees than can he counted. Ma¬ 
caulay illustrates this by a page of his¬ 
tory. Louis the 14tli, in his old age, be¬ 
came religious, and said that his subjects 
should be religious too. He shrugged 
hisshoulders,knitliis brows,and rewarded 
piety with ribbons and pensions. Straight¬ 
way Versailles became almost a convent, 
but no sooner had the old king been car¬ 
ried to liis grave than the wliolo court 
hastened to unmask itself. The same 
persons who, a few months before, with 
meek voices and demure looks, had seemed 
so holy, now surroundod the midnight ta¬ 
ble, where, amidst the bounding of cham¬ 
pagne corks, a drunken prince, enthroned 
between two bauds, hiccoughed atheism 
ami obsceneness. But it is not so here. 
We worship God according to the dic¬ 
tates of conscience, and nobody interferes. 
Blessed privilege ! Our creed is a free 
choice , and no law on the statute book 
can take it from us, or harm it one iota. 
Let the highest official step into the 
meanest hut of tho Union and stop the 
Bible-reading there ; let him go into the 
darkest garret of the city and take some 
prqying saint off his kees, and to-morrow 
he would be impeached. Oh, how in¬ 
spiring the thought that here we are so 
free to believe, so free to worship, that 
the tiniest little girl can sing her Sunday- 
school hymns out on the streets if she 
wishes; and the white-haired old saint 
can talk of Jesus anywhere. They said 
that freedom would produce atheism, 
and that religion would starve without 
tho money and the authority of govern¬ 
ment ; hut travel round tiie world, and 
tell me where godliness is more vital, 
where churches are more abundant, and 
where religion is more aggressive than 
here, where not ono penny, and not one 
law come from the government. Oh, 
here it is, in the land of the free, that the 
dear Jesus is crowned Lord of all! for 
nowhere is love deeper, and faith stronger, 
and hope brighter, and peace sweeter, and 
joy fuller, and charity grander, and life 
better. Oh, here it is, if anywhere, that 
grace, mercy and peace abound; and 
hero it is, if anywhere, that Christ 
sees of the travail of his soul and 


is satisfied, for there is a mighty host 
fervently loving the Lord of Lords, and 
laboring with heart and with hand, with 
brain and with feet, with pen and with 
lips, with faith and with works, “that His 
kingdom may come, and His will be done 
on earth as it is in heaven.” True, there 
are denominations many, and sects many, 
but what of it! There is life in variety. 
Let the tree live, and it will produce 
variety—leaves and twigs and stems and 
buds and fruit—all of them good, all of 
them useful? But let the tree die, 
and it will produce unity, for every 
thing on it and in it will go into 
one thing—dust, useless dust. Yes, 
we may have different names, but 
these are our first names; and, like the 
members of a family, there must be first 
names to telLwhich is which; but the 
last name is the same for all, and with 
us that last name is Christian. Wo are 
all brothers and sisters, and when we , 
meet in union service, as we do meet this 
morning, no stranger could tell our first 
names, but any stranger could Bpeak our 
last name; at the first breath he would 
say Christians. God be praised for a land 
that gives us freedom of conscience ! 

But, lastly, there is civil freedom. 
Everl since the Savior preached the ser- 
mon upon the mount, and proclaimed the 
golden rule, the old maxim, Might is 
right, has been changing into the new 
maxim, Right is might ; and nowhere 
more than in the great Republic. At the 
very start, before we had fired a gun, or 
marched a regiment, or chosen a flag, we 
put one splendid stone doe]) into the 
foundations, and it was writ all over with 
these immortal words: “All men are 
created free and equal, and are endowed 
with certain inalienable rights, among 
which are life, liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness.” That is the glory of America. 
For long years that glory was tarnished; 
flesh and blood were sold in the' sham¬ 
bles ; human souls were bartered for 
money ; the air was harsh with the crack 
of tho overseer’s whip; sad with the groans 
of slaves; but in the smoke of battle, 
amid the boom of camion, and the flow 
of blood, and the glare of flame, slavery 
died, and now in all the land there is not 
ono slave; but every one, whether white 
or black, old or young, wise or ignorant, 
is a freeman, enjoying the glorious priv¬ 
ileges of American citizenship. Surely, 
the lines have fallen in pleasant places, 
and we have a goodly heritage. In such 
a land there must be patriotism.

iron and gold enough to make it an em¬ 
pire outrivailing the Persian, tlis Roman, 
the Egyptian all—the land built by God 
Almighty to become an empire of the high¬ 
est and purest civilization. God be 
praised for the favors ho has shown it; 
for the peace he has given it; for 
its harvests, it homes, its churches, its 
freedom, it power, its progress ! God be 
praised for the triumphs of the past, the 
joys of the present, tho hopes of the 
future !
